A comprehensive study of crop condi- 


tions reveals a country-wide abundance 
of grain, fruit and grass products which 
lias seldom been exceeded, or even ap- 
proached. From every section of the 
country came reports of early wheat 
crops of unusual quality and abund- 
ance; of records broken In the middle 
West; of more than average condi- 
tions in Pennsylvania and neighboring 
states; of farmers who smile over tbe 
jrospect of huge returns; of railroads 
that welcome the call for extra grain 
cars; of city dwellers who hope the 
irice of living will shrink—every where, 
bey prepare to welcome that old-fash- 
ioned gentleman, Mr. Horn of Plenty. 


The .condition of crops of all kinds 


In this state, Delawere, New Jersey 
and Maryland Is encouraging In 
the 


extreme. The dry weather from May 
15 to June 15 cut early vegetables, 
early fruits and'hay to a degree, but 
the more recent rains favor bumper 
•nips of wheat, potatoes, midsummer 
vegetables and late small fruits.

The quality of Texas and other

With average conditions, how- 
ever, -the yield of corn in the south- 
vest this year is expected to be short, 
both on account of a decrease of acre- 
age and the thin stands.

per acre. Even if we figure a fli'tj or 
sixty bushel crop the profit would not 
be suOlclent to maintain a famlh un- 
less the farmer owned several' bun 
dred acres. 


The cheap lands of the north have 


been a great attraction to American 
farmers aud they have flocked to Cau- 
ada in hundreds of thousands without 
first stopping to consider what the 
dif- 


ference te between the prices of lend as 
based on the production per acre ; the 
cost of production and the ability to 
rotate properly. When we stop to 
think It Is only necessary for land to 
produce $6 to $8 mere per acre to be 
worth $100 per acre more bcause of 
the cost of working, upkeep, fencing 
aud buildings would be proportionately 
less. 


The price of wheat Is higher In this 


country than it Is In Canada, but it 
only needs to be 20 cents a bushel 
higher to pay six per cent interest on 
a $100 Interest in the value of the land 
Thus It Is easy to see that higher priced 
land in the United States is still the 
most profitable land for the farmers 
when compared to Canadian lands. One 
important thing to remember, however 
Is the fact that while wheat Is one crop 
it Is by no means the most Important 
one In an extensive rotation. This ro 
tatiou is not possible in the far north 
where lies the land of promise held oul 
by the Canadian laud men. 


The return of the American farmer 


from Canada will Increase the demand 
for land in this country and 
wouhl 


mean a big boom for t»ie land bu-fiucss 
If it were not for the fact that many 
of them are returning to start at the 
bottom, aud this means that they will 
begin by being renters. Their com 
meuts uiion return will be Interesting 
in the main and ought to prove an ob- 
ject lesson to those discontented ones 
who see promise In the land that is the 
longest distance from them.

heavy losses of stock through actual 
starvation was the result 


This was the situation which con 


Iiontecl Mr Pinchot when lie took 
charge of the National Forests, and 
It is well for the American people, 
one sixth of whom live on meat pro- 
duced from sheep and cattle gra/,ed 
on National Toiest ranges that Pin 
chot faced it squarely and with a 
ripe knowledge of tlie stock industry, 
gained not through hearsay, but by 
an intimate first hand acquaintance 
with the practical problems of the 
range For as wrote Dwlght B Heard 
of Arizona, one of the best known 
stockman of the west, and a powerful 
Influence 
for 
range 
conservation 


"Oifford Pinchot is not a theorist or 
a caipet knight, but a man who has 
again nnd again got next to the real 
nub of conservation questions by rid. 
ing the trial through the 
western 


country 
living on plain cowman s 


grub, packing his tarpaulin and blan 
k'ots with him, and sleeping where his 
work found him " 


But familiar as he was with the 


western stock industry, small blame' 
would have accrued to Mr Pinchot 
had he temporized with his task of 
range management For not onl> did | 
it present great inherent difficulties, 
but it involved the regulation of an t 
industry which had never known the 
benpflt of Federal control 


Pinchot Tackled Big Job 


The very thought of governmental 


restriction aroused a deep resentment 
on the part of many of the stockmen, 
and Pinchot tackled a Job which re 
quired resolution as well as knowl 
edge when he said in effect to sheep 
men cattlemen vaquero, herder and 
con puncher 
' The Forest Service is 


going te conserve the pastures within

able, In view of the many conflicting 
interests at stake and because of the 
inherent complexity of the whole 
problem, presenting so wide a varia 
Lion In local conditions in more than 
100 National Forests, scattered from 
the Pacific coast to Kansas and from 
the Canadian to the Mexican border 
So it came about when Pinchot first 
put into effect, In 1906, his system for 
regulating the use ot the Natlona 
Forest ranges, he did BO against thi 
protest of the majority of the stock 
men concerned.

sive depletion of the range in the 
National Forests, and he has rendered 
a public service which affects 
the 


citizens of the east as well as of the 
west, for suteb like 
Pennsylvania 


consume in tlie aggregate far more 
of the meat pioducts of the National 
Porestb than do the states themselves 
In which the National Forests lie 
Meat has rissn high, but It would 
have risen still higher except for 
range control on the National Forests. 


Pinchot Plan Adopted 


I 
Perhaps the most impressive evi- 


dence of the convincing quality of 
Pinchot s achievement In range con 
servation lies in the tact that a na 
tional movement Is now afoot to ap 
ply the system originated by him to 
the regulation of grazing upon the 
whole vast area of the public domain 
which comprises about one fifth of the 
United States 


The use of the range outside the 


National Forests and within the pub- 
lic domain, is at present entirely un 
regulated 
Its carrying capacity Is 


being rapidly reduced by over grazing 
The very stockmen who eight years 
ago protested so vigorously against 
the control of grazing within tlie Na 
tional Forests are now practically 
united in urging that the same control 
be extended throughout the public 
domain, ou the ground that in no 
other way can tlie stock industry be 
perpetuated 
This movement has al 


ready led to the introduction In Con 
gress of a bill providing for this step, 
which will Inevitably become law 
within the next few years 
When 


that happens Pinchot will see aa the 
result of hit, wise and firm stand 
eight years ago in the tace of bitter 
opposition, every acre of public land 
in the United States handled under a 
system ot range control developed, 
applied, and made successful by him
